fied Ben Perry' as the man, and her

made on more than

wavered, was absolutely

Perry w*as the man -who assaulted 
her and picked him out every time 
no matter how* many other negroes 
he was placed with when brought 
before her.

mixed up in the affair, left Brazos 
county and only a few weeks 
ago

Shortly before his execution he made 
a complete confession to Judge J. G.
